Of 
this number, 70 cases with 6 deaths occurred among prisoners, 88 
cases with 7 deaths among troops, and 3,617 cases with 1,996 deaths 
in the civil population. The largest number of cases occurred in 
Galicia, with 3,532 cases with 1,979 deaths notified in 251 
communities.
